Senate Conferees Will Returu to tlie 


Meeting U 11 trammeled by 


Specific Instructions. 


WAHurNoroH, July 25.— The senate 


will accede to the request of- tho house 
for another conference on the tariff bill, 
and He conferees will return to tbe 
meeting with those of tbe house un- 
trammeled by any epeciGc instructions 
whatever. This was the conclusion of 
tlie Democratic senatorial wiucus, which 
adjourned sine die a, few uiinutea after 5 
o'clock today, after two days' waiting. 
While the caucus did not commit itself 
to any definite line of policy, in so many 
words, tlie conferees 'feel with their 
Democratic colleagues that they under- 
stand what the majority of them deaire, 
and they believe this to be that they 
•hall stand substantially for the senate 
bill. 


This IB not tbo imHviduiil preference 


of many of the Democratic seuutore, but 
it represents the opinion of most of 
them as expresaed in caucus as to the 
only practical course open to Democrats 
who think the present congress must 
DEBS a tariff bill of some kind, whether 
ft be what they prefer or not. In other 
words, tbe result of the caucus which 
baa just closed is that it is impractica- 
ble to pass iiny tariff bill through the sen- 
ate which doea not meet the demands of 
tho so-called conservative senators and 
Lousiana senators. It became evident 
Boon after the caucus convened today 
that the resolution of Senator Jarvis to 
Bend the bill buck to conference without 
instructions was the only course open to 
tbo caucus. 


Senator Gorman devoted himself to a 


verbal statement on the parliamentary 
etatus of the bill. A majority of those 
who participated in the caucus came out 
when it Adjourned with their 
faces 


wreathed in aiuilte, and most of them 
indicated by their actions that they be- 
lieved that they had inaugurated a line 
of 
policy which would securo 
tbe 


passage uf the tariff bill. Some of them 
who would say nothing as to the pro- 
ceedings announced themselves us con- 
lldunt of tliu ultimate success ot the bill.

He bad armed himself with 
wo revolvers and bad been drinking 
leavily during tbeafternoon. When be 
rrived at his wife's house he deliber- 
tely drew a revolver and shot her 
ead. Her brother, George Hunter, 


who was Borne distance away when the 
hooting occurred, rushed to his sister's 
ssistanco. Craig shot him, inflicting a 
atal wound. 


He then drove rapidly back to Los 


Angeles. Arriving at the house of his 
ather-in-law, William Hunter, lie tied 
he horse, and without ceremony went 
nto the house and shot and instantly 
tilled his father and mother-in-law. 
He then tried to commit suicide by 
booting himself in the head, but only 
ciliated a slight flesh wound.

Mrs. Craig secured a divorce two 


nonths ago on the grounds of cruelty, 
'raig bos a very quarrelsome disposi- 
ion. He claims his wife and her family 
requently threatened his life, and that 
he shooting tonight anticipated the 
til till men t of their threats. As a police 
tlicer Craig had the reputation of being 
uarrelsome and aggressive.

CLEVELAND AND THE SENATE. 


The violent and personal controversy 


now going on between President Cleve- 
land and n number of prominent Demo- 
cratic senators reflects credit upon no 
one, but tbe President is unquestionably 
placed in tbe more unfavorable light be- 
fore the bar of public opinion, at which all 
these great men must answer for their 
official conduct. 
In the first place, 


Cleveland ia again playina the role of 
the dictator aud usurping powers which 
do not belong to the executive brauch of 
the government. That he haa frequently 
done thia Joes not lessen the offense. 
lie IB only strengthening a revolution- 
ary and dangerous precedent of hie own 
creation, and one which should not only 
be opposed by congress but by tbe peo- 
ple who muat accept the ultimate con- 
ueqaenceB of each violation of the 
constitutional theory of the govern- 
ment. 


The reply which tho senators make to 


the Bweeping denunciation 
of their 


conne by the President, discloses abun- 
dant ground for tbe bitterness of the 
anger which they bave displayed. Ex- 
tracts from certain speeches which have 
not been published in tbe local press 
will afford the reader the most satisfac- 
tory idea of tbe situation. 
Senator 


Gorman of Maryland made tbe princi- 
pal speech in opposition to the courae of 
the President 
The concluding utter- 


ances of that address and the dramatic 
incidents following it are reported as fol- 
lows by the Associated Preaa: 


He paid a hiuh tribute to Senators 


Vest, Junes, Voorhees and Harris— 
"those brave men whose laborious work 
had accomplished tbe feat of adjust- 
ing these differences and bad made the 
passage of the bill possible." Then in a 
dramatic tuuu be delivered bis detiance. 
Tbe infamous calumnies heaped upon 
tbe bead of ttie senate forced from bia 
lips, he said, a plain, unvarnished atite- 
ment. He would make it, he said, with 
malice toward none, but he would look 
his colleagues and the Auietican people 
in the eye und tell the truth. 


In patriotism tbe Democratic senate 


bad gone to work to save tbe country 
and continue the party in power, when 
suddenly in tbe midst of the struggle 
came the President's letter. "It was 
the moat uncalled for, moat extraor- 
dinary, most unwise communication," 
•aid Gorman in bitter tones, "that ever 
came from a President of the United 
SUtea. It placed this body in a posi- 
tiqn where its members must'see to it 
that tbe dignity and honor of thin 
chamber ba preserved. It places me in 
a position where I must tell thia story 
ati itocuurred." 


Gorman then proceeded to detail the 


manner in which to meet tbe objections 
and secure the support of certain dis- 
affected Democrats a change bad uten 
agreed upon. He elated emphatically 
that during tine work Vest and Jonee 
held frequent conferences with Secre- 
tary Carliule, and often with Cleveland 
himself. 
No material sacrifices of prin- 


ciple were made. Tbe result was. as be 
had declared on a previous occasion, " 
Democratic measure 
which, in bm 


opinion, leuced toward radical tariff re- 
form sentiment, and which ho thought 
would receive the support of the Demo- 
cratic housf, eenate and President. 


He charged directly that every one of 


the eeoave amendments had been seen 
by Hecrutury Carlisle before they were

Ho drew from hid detjk 


•nd had read an interview with Secre- 
tary Oarlfel* on April 30th, in which 
the Been tary gave tbe same bill his 
sweeping iniloreement.

Injunction to Kestrain tho Clerk 


from Printing Tickets IB 


Probable ia October. 


Preparations, eystomatic and 
well 


planned, huve been ia progress for some 
time, tbe object of which is to have the 
supreme court pasa upon that portion of 
the county government act which re- 
lates to tbe term of ofllce of the auditor, 
recorder, clerk, ^tar collector, sheriff, 
district attorney, treasurer and sur- 
veyor 
of 
this 
county. 
Every 


few ' weeks 
or months since that 


law was passed, there Iiave been ques- 
tions coming up in one shape or another 
as to the constitutionality of certain 
parts of it. Tbe part now to be given 
ipecial consideration is that which re- 
lates to tho length of the term. 


AB ia well remembered, it was the 


general understanding when tbe elec- 
tion was held two years ago that tbe 
successful candidates would hold for 
four years. Sometime afterwards there 
were decisions on certain questions in- 
directly bearing on tbe subject of length 
of term, from which it waa inferred 
that theeo ollicers would hold only two 
years, and it seems to have rested at 
that, although no decision directly on 
that question has been handed down. 
It is on this that a decision will now be 
asked, to settle once for all this matter. 


Much counselling and planning baa 


been done on it by those most inter- 
ested. It is not an easy matter to bring 
it before the court, as no question has 
yet arisen. Nobody, in a legal way, bas 
aver disputed the right of the officers to 
bold four years. They are going peace- 
ably along, and eo far as any action is 
concerned nothing bas been done to dis- 
pute their claims to the four years. Of 
;ourse, three sets of candidates are run- 
ning for the offices, but the court cannot 
be called upon to pull these men off 
until they do something to interfere 
with the legal rights of those already in 
tbe oliices. 


Not until the county clerk orders the 


tickets printed can those in ollice take 
any legal steps to assert their claims to 
,he four years. Then they can come 
forward and ask for an injunction re- 
straining the clerk from issuing tickets, 
and base their action on the claim that 
:here are no vacancies to be filled. This 
will open tbe way to a decision directly 
on the subject, and this is probably tho 
course which will be taken. 


8ome nre of the opinion that one of 


,hc opportune times for the injunction 
wau when tho supervisors declined that 
vacancies would occur in tlieae ollieee 
named, and calling an election to nil 
them. 
But that opportunity paused, 


itul the next, as has been said, will come 
when the.order is made fur printing the 
pickets, which will be eome time after 
the middle of October. 


If that occasion is allowed to pass, an- 


other will come when the newly elected 
illicera shallattemptto take their places. 
The present incumbents may refuse to 
vacate, and this will compel their op- 
ponents to bring suit to oust them, and 
,his will call up tho question of the 
.engtli of term. 


Most probably it will bo tho occasion 


of tlu> order for printing tho tickets 
which will be taken for asking for the 
injunction. 


It is stated that a carefully prepared 


iiricf on Urn case ia already in existence. 
Fliu whole matter has been kept as 
quiet an could be, but too many people 
kticw of it and it leaked out. 


It, is too mrly yet to express any 


opinion tie to bow it will terminate, 
whether thoae In ollico will bold on for 
two years more, or whether those who 
Bhall be elected at tho Mining election 
will be declared tho leual ofllcero. 
But, 


one tiling ia certain: 
It is going to 


mvu a chilling effect upon some of those 
who are running for these olllces. They 
A 
1 ill not relish the idea that they may 
>u elected all fairly enough, and then 
java the supremo court say t'mt they 
wero elected to fill a vacancy which tlid 
not exist. Tho uncertainty of being 
elected ia about as much as tbe average 
candidate cares to fnco; and the addi- 
tional uncertainty of there being any 
oll'icu to (ill, even if elected, will be too 
much.

one has a hope, more or Icsa stronj;, of 
being elected. But at the fnimt time, 
end i knows that two mufit bu defeated, 
uid now, that the successful man must 
tight, an expensive contest, will take 
Home of the ecstaey out of politics for 
the present campaign.

A GOOD INVESTMENT. 


A San Francisco and San Joaquin 


Valley Railroad Will Pay. 


From the San Kiancisco Report. 


It will uot by hard, to raieo money for 


the competing railroad down the San 
Jonquil! valley once u tstart is made with 
a good largo subscription to the etcck, 
Thia point has been discussed by tbe 
promoters of tho project. A conversa- 
tion with Traffic Manager Leeds of the 
Trailic aseouiiitiou this morning showed 
that bo had fully considered the finan- 
cial part of thu project. 


•'This talk of difficulty in placing the 


bondfl for the road ia nonsense," he 
said. "It is a business proposition that 
a road Uuping thu eamo territory aa ttie 
Southern 1'uciflc, and capitalized and 
bonded for less than one-half what 
the Southern Pacific road is cam* 
talizecl 
and 
bonded 
for, must bo 


a 
good 
proposition 
for 
investors. 


If, with 125,000 people in the San Joa- 
quin valley, the Southern Pacifle Com- 
pany can pay interest on Us bonds and 
dividends on its capital stock, it is a 
plain proposition tbat another road, 
costing leas than half as much and con- 
sequently with less than half BO much 
to pay, must bo a profitable investment, 
especially HB the road would double the 
resources, population and volume of 
business of thu valiey, and have a popu- 
lation of 250,000 at least to depend 
upon. 


"1 do not think it will be necessary to 


go to Europe to place tho bonds. In my 
opinion our San Francisco capitalists 
will be falling over each other to get 
them, and we won't need to go outside 
of San Francisco. Why not? It will be 
a great investment. There ia nothing 
in California to equal it, and these peo- 
ple are now BO eager to invest that 
they are taking Southern Pacific bonds 
for tbree'tiuiea tho valuation of the 
bonded property. There is not today, 
in the United States anywhere, to be 
found an investment the equal of this 
proposition of a road up the San Joa- 
quin valley. It Is the prettiest thing I 
ever saw. Leaving everything else out 
of tho question—dropping the idea of 
patriotism for California and all that— 
and looking at this proposition from the 
simple point of view of dollars and 
cents, it is the prettiest thing I ever 
saw." 


There has been a steady effort on the 


part of tho Southern Pacific Company 
ever since the first state railway com- 
mission under the new constitution to 
confuse the public and make them think 
the passenger business was the main 
thing in railroading. Mr. Leeds waa 
asked about this. 


"The passenger end of the proposi- 


tion signifies nuthinit," he replied.

don't imagine the local passenger busi- 
ness of the Southern Pacille hi Califor- 
nia Is more than 30 per rent of tho 
company's earning'^ in thia state aa 
against the company's local freight 
business—certainly not HO much if we 
exclude tbe suburban and ferry busi- 
ness from consideration.
